PAX ROMANA 


INDSIGHT, without which fore- 

sight and accurate observation of 
present happenings are incomplete, is 
especially necessary in summing up 
events of Catholic interest. Press and 
radio commentators are sadly lacking 
in this regard. However much the pres- 
ent Pope may hate bloodshed and work 
for peace, he can never lose sight of 
the ultimate political goal of all Vati- 
can maneuverings in the past, namely, 
the restoration of the Temporal Power 
of the Catholic Church. In his encyeli- 
cals and pronouncements so far, he has 
warned that nothing he says must be 
understood as contradicting what has 
been said on the subject by’ his most 
anti-liberal predecessors. 


Even a casual study of these past 
papal pronouncements — especially of 
Pius IX, Leo XIII and Pius XI — re- 
veals unmistakably that the steadfast 
policy of the Catholic Church is irre- 
vocable opposition to the very founda- 
tions of liberal government: freedom 
of thought, freedom of conscience and 
of the press. It considers the individ- 
ualism of the Reformation, which re- 
sulted in religious and political liberty, 


as the breeding ground of all evils. For 
this reason it favors now, as it must, 
support of highly centralized, authori- 
tarian governments — provided, of 
course, that they act as the ‘‘secular 
arm’’ of the Church. It has secured 
this pledge already from the fascist re- 
gimes in Italy, Spain and Portugal. 


In turn, this traditional anti-liberal 
policy of the Vatican explains the bene- 
dictions showered upon the acts of Mus- 
solini, the rape of Ethiopia and the 
revolt of Franco. It provides the ex- 
planation of the Vatican’s subservience 
to Hitler, the serapping of the liberal 
Catholic Centre Party, refusal to de- 
nounce its Coneordat with the Nazis 
and to excommunicate Hitler as a pub- 
lie apostate. The Papal Nuncio in Ber- 
lin was the first at the doors of the 
Fuehrer’s Chancellery on New Year’s 
day to extend to him the greetings and 
good wishes ‘‘of the Pope, himself, and 
the Catholic clergy’’. 


It is in this light we must view the 
Pope’s recent peace efforts. The peace 
for which Pope Pius XII works is a 
Pax Romana, or ‘‘peace with justice’’ 
as he says,—which is the phrase coined 
by Mussolini in opposition to the demo- 
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cracies, and in favor of his fascist aims 
and those of his axis partner. It is a 
peace that would assure the predomin- 
ance of the anti-liberal regimes in 
Europe by leaving them in possession 
of what they have gained by totalitar- 
ian war, and that would nullify the 
war aims of the liberal, democratic na- 
tions. The Pope’s five-point peace basis, 
though loudly acclaimed, and acted 
upon, in the United States, was signifi- 
eantly ignored by England and France. 
They saw in it, no doubt, a false 
front that would temporarily restore to 
stricken small nations a mere nominal 
sovereignty, but leave them under the 
economic control of the victorious fas- 
cist powers. It would be a restoration 
of the Holy Roman Empire, a Paz Ro- 
mana, a Pax Fascista, in fact, if not 
in appearance. It would mean the oust- 
ing of all influence of Protestant Eng- 
land and liberal, anti-clerical France 
from Central Europe, where everything 
would again center around Rome’s dual 
sovereignty of Pope and Emperor. 


GANGING UP ON THE REFORMATION 


HE PRESENT POPE, in his first 

encyclical, Summi Pontificatus, so 
highly praised by our daily press as a 
condemnation of dictatorship, states: 
““The denial of the fundamentals of 
morality had its origin in Europe in the 
abandonment of that Christian teach- 
ing, of which the Chair of Peter is the 
depository and exponent.’’? This con- 
demnation of the Reformation, and all 
the blessings to mankind that have 


flowed from it in our modern world, is 


the real motive behind this first world- 
message of Pope Pius XII. 


As was to be expected, Roman Cath- 


olic spokesmen were quick to see this, 
and proceeded at once to enlarge upon 
the Pope’s message. Canada’s Cardinal 
Villeneuve came to Washington and, 
on November 16, addressing the Na- 
tional Press Club there, put the blame 
for this and other recent wars on the 
Protestant Reformation. The Catholic 


Register in its issue of November 30, 
quoted him as follows: 


‘‘When four centuries ago certain 
nations in the North and West of 
Europe had rejected the authority of 
the Church as a Divine teacher, they 
immediately began to examine the hu- 
man evidence upon which the doctrines 
of Christianity reposed. Christianity 
can only rest upon either a Divine au- 
thority, that is, a basis of certainty, or 
upon a human and historical basis. 
Having rejected the Divine basis, they 
had nothing left to them but the human 
and historical basis. They began to 
apply human reason to criticize, to test, 
to measure the credibility, both extrin- 
sie and intrinsic, of every article of the 
Faith, that is to say, whether this or 
that doctrine was in itself reconcilable 
with the human reason .. . One can see 
no hope for the Christian civilization 
of the world, unless men turn back 
again to the true foundation of Chris- 
tian society and acknowledge that this 
dark and bitter period of wars and 
rumors of wars has sprung from a ris- 
ing against the authority of the Church 
of God.’’ 


This was followed, on December 10, 
by the pronouncement of the Rev. Jo- 
seph H. Cassidy in St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, New York City, that ‘‘the basic 
cause of the present war’’, the present 
‘‘world chaos’’, was the Protestant Re- 
formation. “He is quoted by The New 
York Tribune, December 11, as follows: 


** About 400 years ago, the Reforma- 
tion set in motion the movement that 
was finally to defeat the Church’s effort 
in building on western civilization a 
great ‘family of Christian nations’... 
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Logically then there was a breakdown 
in individual morals . Justice and 
equity were too often forgotten aie 
With such a background then, with 400 
years of gradually denying more and 
more of God, it is a short step to the 
confusion we have today.”’ 

These are not mere empty phrases 
of Pope, Cardinal and priest, but well- 
directed, active incitements to battle 
against both the religion and culture 
which made America great. They are a 
eall to the Coughlinites, the Christian 
Frontists, the Bundists, Christian Mo- 
bilizers and others, who are working to 
destroy this very liberalism and demo- 
eracy that sprang from the Protestant 
Reformation. The basic religion and 
culture of America is Protestant. Cath- 
olie spokesmen themselves admit it. 
Their aim is to roll back the tide of 
progress that has come to us because of 
it and to re-establish, in the words of 
Cardinal Villeneuve, ‘‘the authority of 
the [Catholic] Church’’ as ‘‘the only 
hope for the Christian civilization of 
the world.’’ It is time we heard some- 
thing definite and effective from the 
Protestant side. 


That there have been misuses of the 
liberties won by the Reformation, no 
one will deny. But to correct them, why 
must we scrap our liberties and submit 
everything to the authority’ of the 
Roman Catholie Church? 


IS THIS TOLERANCE? 


| y WAS encouraging to note that the 
Committee on Academie Freedom 
and Tenure, of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors, publicly 
protested against the unfair dismissal 
of Dr. Moyer S. Fleisher, Professor of 
Bacteriology for nearly twenty-five 


years at the Jesuit University of St. 
Louis. Dr. Fleisher’s only crime was 
permitting his name to be used on a 
committee sponsoring a lecture in be- 
half of the Spanish Loyalist cause in 
1937, at which Father Michael O’Flan- 
agan, rebel Irish priest, was to be the 
principal speaker. Dr. Fleisher did not 
attend the meeting, and afterwards even 
submitted a written apology to the 
President of the University. In spite 
of all this, he was given six months 
leave of absence in the summer of 1938 
and dismissed from his position as of 
January 31, 1939. 


It is significant that the Committee 
of University Professors, which brought 
the matter to the attention of the Amer- 
ican public, stresses the fact that this 
intolerance was not only the act of the 
President of St. Louis University, but 
the concerted action of other ‘‘ outside 
forces’’ of the Catholic Church, inelud- 
ing Archbishop John J. Glennon and 
the Catholic Club of St. Louis. The in- 
vestigating committee based its protest 
on the grounds that Dr. Fleisher was 
denied a proper hearing, and also that 
the university showed ‘‘no sufficient 
reason for the extreme penalty of dis- 
missal’’. 


Catholic periodicals, like The Brook- 
lyn Tablet, have tried to gloss the mat- 
ter over, saying that the punishing of 
Professor Fleisher was not because he 
favored the Loyalist government in 
Spain, but because he sponsored a meet- 
ing at which Father O’Flanagan ‘‘a 
fraudulent representative of the Cath. 
olie priesthood’’, was to be the speaker. 
Father O’Flanagan is not an excom- 
municated priest, nor has he renounced 
the priesthood of the Church of Rome. 
He has, however, committed the unpar- 
donable crime of publicly opposing the 
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political machinations of the Vatican 
in international affairs. No matter how 
loyal a Catholic priest may be one day, 
if he dares raise his voice against the 
policies of the Church the next, he is 
immediately vitandus, branded as a 
‘‘bad priest’? to whom no one must 
listen. This in itself is rank intolerance, 
and of a kind to be found only in the 
Catholic Church. 


In contrast to matters of this kind, 
we have only to call to mind the un- 
molested freedom of expression and 
opinion accorded to so many Catholic 
spokesmen and teachers in non-Catholic 
schools and public institutions through- 
out this land. And this notwithstanding 
the fact that their aims and opinions 
are by no means in accord with the 
principles which sustain these very in- 
stitutions themselves. 


“AMBASSADOR EXTRAORDINARY” 


HE UNITED States Government 
* has never officially recognized the 
civil sovereignty of the Vatican State 
since it was set up by the Lateran Pact 
between the Pope and Mussolini. It 
withdrew its last minister to the Papal 
States in 1867 because the Pope-King 
denied freedom of public worship to 
Protestants in Rome. Yet when the 
Hon. W. H. Bankhead, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, was asked by 
the Rev. Thomas E. Broode to give rea- 
sons why Congress adjourned last Feb- 
ruary because of the death of Pope Pius 
XI, he wrote in part as follows: 


‘‘While it is true this recognition was 
based in part upon the fact that the 
late Pope was the head of the Catholic 
Church, its justification from the stand- 
point of precedent was upon the fact 





the Pope was the head of a Temporal 
State, as well as being the head of his 
church. There have been a number of 
occasions when Congress adjourned in 
respect to the heads of Foreign Na- 
tions.’’ 

Judged by what has been done be- 
hind the scenes in Rome and Washing- 
ton during the past eight years, the 
appointment of an American ‘‘Peace’’ 
Ambassador just at this time fully just- 
ifies the exultation of Vatican officials 
in Rome. Elsewhere in this issue, under 
the title THE ENTERING WEDGE 
GOES DEEPER, will be found a re- 
vealing synthesis of this whole matter 
which Catholies have confidently antici- 
pated, but which Protestants as a whole 
have dreaded.

CAN COUGHLIN BE SUPPRESSED? 


MBOLDENED by the action of the 

Protestant Brooklyn Church and 
Mission Federation in condemning the 
‘‘destructive influence,’’ the ‘‘evil 
propaganda’’ and ‘‘inexcusable hypoc- 
risy’’ of Coughlinism’s Christian 
Front, Rabbi Theodore Lewis publicly 
called upon the Catholic Bishops and 
clergy recently to do likewise. He stat- 
ed in part: 


‘*T respectfully suggest that the Cath- 
olic bishops and clergy follow the splen- 
did example of their Protestant breth- 
ren and condemn the program and the 
activities of the ‘Christian Front’; that 
they prohibit, Catholics from joining 
the ‘Front’, that they prohibit the sale 
and distribution of a magazine pub- 
lished by a priest, and disseminating 
the foulest lies about Jews; and that 
they advise Catholics not to listen to 
the blasphemous radio addresses eman- 
ating from Detroit, which are an insult 
to God and man’’. 


This would seem a very reasonable 
request to ask from an ecclesiastical or- 
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ganization which is forever ordering 
Americans what to do and say in any 
matter that even remotely touches upon 
Catholic affairs, and which takes force- 
ful means to see that its orders are 
obeyed. Nor is it the first time that the 
Catholic hierarchy have been kindly re- 
quested to heed the proved complaints 
of their non-Catholic fellow-citizens in 
this regard. 


Not only have such petitions been 
treated with silent disdain, but Catho- 
lie official expression has since actually 
gone out of its way to support Father 
Coughlin and his nefarious Christian 
Front. At the mere suggestion of a 
radio code that would relieve the air 
of some of the worst tirades of the 
priest from Detroit, Catholic newspap- 
ers and radio stations came at once to 
his defense. The two principal Catholic 
newspapers in Brooklyn and New York, 
The Brooklyn Tablet and The Catholic 
News, now print Father Coughlin’s 
weekly broadcasts in full. Having 
forced a censorship code on the movies, 
radio and press to their own advantage, 
Catholic authorities bristled with indig- 
nation at the thought of a radio code 
that would restrain within decency and 
reason the rantings of Father Coughlin 
and his followers among the clergy and 
laity. After boycotting radio Stations, 
movies and newspapers to silence others 
who might tell the truth about them, 
they:now use their boycott in reverse 
against anyone who might try to stifle 
Father Coughlin. In the forefront of 
these Christian Front crusaders are 
the Jesuits with their radio Station 
WEW in St. Louis, not to mention the 
Jesuits nearer home at Fordham. 


To us who know church polities so 
well, it appears pitifully naive of Rabbi 
Lewis even to suggest to the Catholic 


bishops that they should condemn The 
Christian Front. It was the Jews’ ap- 
parent friend, Pope Pius XI, who first 
established this so-called Christian 
Front. The present pope is forever urg- 
ing it upon the whole world. Why then. 
should not Father Coughlin continue to 
strengthen it, and his fellow-priests 
back him to the limit in doing so? And 
how ean the Catholic bishops in Amer- 
ica, at the request of a Jewish Rabbi, 
be rationally expected to suppress it? 


SUFFERING INTOLERANCE 


HEN it comes to intolerance, it 

is hard to outdo the Catholic 
Church. Even her own defenders ad- 
mit that she is intolerant of everything 
that contradicts her teachings whether 
in philosophy or in polities. She claims 
to be the ‘‘cornerstone of truth and the 
only true church’’; she even goes so 
far as to declare that no one in good 
faith can recede from her ranks. 


The Church’s special detestation, 
however, is reserved for those who dare 
to resign her priesthood. All priests 
who adhere to her are covered with the 
magic cloak of her sanctity, no matter 
how dead their faith or how corrupt 
their morals. But let any priest with- 
draw from her protecting wings and 
she will vent on him all the spite and 
contempt she can muster: His motives 
are derided, his morals impugned. Cath- 
olies are taught to look upon such a 
priest as a renegade and a modern 
Judas. In this way his reputation for 
knowledge and virtue is brought to 
naught and the conviction upheld that 
no good priest can leave the Church. 
No priest who followed his conscience 
and gave up the priesthood ever escaped 
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her wrath and calumnies, even though 
a scholar of international repute, as 
were Doellinger, Tyrrell, Renan and 
Loisy. 


We former priests, therefore, labor 
under no delusions. We expect no quar- 
ter from Rome. In issuing this maga- 
zine we know that the Catholic press, 
finding itself unable to refute our con- 
tentions, will resort, as usual, to its out- 
worn argumentum ad hominem — ‘‘If 
you can’t refute the argument, attack 
the man’’. 


In spite of attacks, we, on our side, 
refuse to be goaded into intolerance. 


Because of our liberal ideas we insist 
on giving the Church what credit is due 
her. We repudiate the calumnies of 
which she has, at times, been the victim. 
However, the controversial nature of 
our publication and its limited space 
force us to concentrate, for the most 
part, on articles counteracting her un- 
founded claims and deflating her pre- 
tensions. The contest, nonetheless, is one 
that gives her every advantage, for we 
are only a David pitted against a Go- 
liath, a voice erying out in a wilderness 
of Catholic propaganda that is backed 
by all the resources of the strongest in- 
ternational organization in history. 


JESUITS, JEWS, AND FREEMASONS

This is the first of a series of articles on the inner workings of Roman Ecclesiasticism 
in its relation to Nazi-Fascism. Since we are only a monthly, with limited space, each 
article will be as complete as possible in itself. For their cumulative effect, a perusal of 


the complete series together is recommended. 


T IS IMPOSSIBLE to understand 
fully what is taking place in the 
world today unless we are able to grasp 
the underlying significance of what ap- 
pears on the surface. It is necessary to 
penetrate behind the scenes of day-to- 
day happenings and thoroughly exam- 
ine the active forces and planned objec- 
tives which are responsible for all that 
has come to pass so quickly in the past 
few years. 

The 19th century left us deplorably 
weak in true knowledge of the history 
of State-Church conflicts. The facts of 
human development since the Reforma- 
tion have become so inextricably tang- 
led, that we have ceased to try to 
unravel them. We content ourselves in 


America with a mere superficial knowl- 
edge of events, and the conclusions ar- 
rived at, far from helping us to get at 
the real truth, only drive us farther 
away from an understanding of the real 
meaning of these events. It is true that 
the underlying causes of the business 
depression have been accurately recog- 
nized by some. But too much emphasis 
has been placed upon the economic as- 
pect of the world-situation as a whole. 
The ideological and theoretical origins 
of Nazi-Fascism, as a consequence, have 
been almost entirely overlooked. Re- 
search is necessary to show where social, 
political and religious conflicts cross 
one another. There is abundance of in- 
contestable proof that the forces of re- 
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ligion, as represented by the Catholic 
Church, have succeeded in dominating 
the political and social field, and that 
there exists a close bond between them 
and the origins, methods and objectives 
of the whole Nazi-Fascist movement in 
Europe. And that, furthermore, this 
domination has already spread to Amer- 
ica. History proves that in every at- 
tempt made during the past half cen- 
tury against the liberal progress of 
mankind, the Jesuit Order, as the lead- 
er of Catholic action, has played a de- 
cisive role. We can even go so far as to 
state that Nazi-Fascism had its origin 
in the Society of Jesus, and that, like 
other movements in the past analogous 
to Fascism today, it was planned to 
serve the traditional aims of the dis- 
ciples of Ignatius Loyola. 


As long as this reverse side of the 
conspiracy against democratic idealism 
goes undetected, Fascism will survive. 
The defenders of democratic ideology 
will not be victorious until they come 
out openly against their real enemy— 
the Knights of the Black Crusade. 


The Jesuits were once irrevocably 
expelled from the nations of Europe, 
and from the Catholic Church itself, by 
Pope Clement XIV in 1773, and the 
only refuge they could find during their 
forty years of banishment was with 
the impious Catherine of Russia. Sworn 
to obey and defend the pope in‘all mat- 
ters, as every Jesuit takes a personal 
oath to do, they were hard put to it 
(even as Jesuits) to find a way out of 
the dilemma of being protegés of a mon- 
arch who thumbed her nose at the pope 
—in order to protect them from his 
wrath. Not to be outdone, the Jesuits 
politely and diplomatically protested to 
Catherine for thus disobeying the pope. 
And having thereby satisfied the re- 
quirements of their oath, they proceed- 
ed with a clear conscience to accept her 
protection and enjoy her hospitality. 


The truth of the matter is, that the 
Jesuits are not so much sworn to pro- 
tect any individual pope as such, but 
rather the institution of the Papacy. 
By this jesuitical distinction they hold 
themselves free to resist any pope who 
fails to follow their dictates; nor would’ 
they lament if such a pope were ‘‘pro- 
videntially’’ speeded on his way to 
heaven. It is they, in fact, who com- 
prise the Papacy. Their unalterable 
aim is to restore the nations of the 
world to the control of the Catholic 
Church. 


As recently as 1886, the public press 
spoke frankly and fearlessly about the 
menacing tactics of the Jesuits to se- 
eure this world-control by the Papacy. 
The New York Tribune, of Sept. 19, 
of that year, in a dispatch from Rome, 
reporting the serious illness of Pope 
Leo XIII and his subsequent rapid re- 
covery, states that the London Times 
referred editorially to the report that 
Pope Leo’s close approach to death 
“‘was due to poison administered by the 
Jesuits’’. It relates that, after his sud- 
den recovery, the pope established a 
new policy in the Church towards the 
Jesuits, ‘‘and that this new line of 
policy is the price at which he was able 
to procure the antidote which they 
alone could supply.’’ The Tribune re- 
port goes on to say: 


‘‘Within three days of the recovery 
from his illness, the pope issued a Bull 
re-establishing all the privileges, im- 
munities, exceptions and indulgences 
formerly accorded to the ‘Society of 
Jesus’, and declaring null and void all 
documents which his predecessors have 
ever written against the order. The fact 
that Leo XIII restores the order to 
what it was in the days of its supreme 
power is more than enough to paralyse 
all hopes of a peaceful determination 
of the conflict between the Vatican and 
the Quirinal; for the Jesuits constitute 
the belligerent element of Catholicism, 
and are thoroughly ‘intransigent’ on 
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the subject of the temporal power of 
the world escaping from the control of 
the church...’ 


Far be it from us to doubt the sin- 
cerity of the Jesuits and their followers 
in believing that the control of the 
world by the Catholic Church is the 
only solution for the ills of mankind. 
They are welcome to their conviction, 
and are free in the United States to 
propagate their teaching and carry out 
their activities towards that end. The 
traditional manner in which they carry 
out their designs, however, should be 
disturbing to all who strive to sustain 
the democratic ideology and the prin- 
ciples of freedom and tolerance cher- 
ished so highly in this country. 


In order to obtain their objective, 
they spend all their energies (as Nazi- 
Fascism does) against the two forces 
they consider inimical to their cause— 
Judaism and Freemasonry. From its 
first founding, the Jesuit Order has bat- 
tled, by every means, against these two, 
because they are the chief advocates of 
tolerance and freedom for all. By the 
ruthless elimination of Jews and Free- 
masons in so many countries of Europe, 
Nazi-Fascism has merely effected what 
the Jesuits have schemed and worked 
for during many centuries. 


In France, Germany, Hungary, Po- 
land, Spain, Belgium, and Italy, the 
Jesuits, for many years before Mus- 
solini and Hitler, led the fight against 
the Jews and Freemasons. In each of 
these countries it was a Catholic priest 
(prototypes of our own Father Cough- 
lin) who was the spearhead of Fascist 
attacks on both Judaism and Free- 
masonry. In France it was the Jesuit 
Father Du Lae, with his Ligue Nation- 
ale Anti-semitique de France; in Ger- 
many the Jesuit Fathers Overmanns, 
Muckermann, Loffler and Pachtler; in 
Hungary it was Father Adalbert Bang- 
ha, and Father Bresciani in Italy—all 
of these worked under the banner of 


Positwe Christianity and Christian 
Front to fight Judaism and Freema- 
sonry, in order to get the millions of 
unsuspecting non-Catholics to serve 
their ends. They all proclaimed a ecru- 
sade for ‘‘The Christian Reformation 
of States and of the World’”. Father 
Overmanns* states that ‘‘the rock of 
positive moral Christian law’” is the 
best foundation for the creation of or- 
ganizations capable of reuniting the 
members of all Christian religions. 


Father Hugger, 8. J., shortly after 
the establishment of the German Re- 
public, wrote (in Stimmen der Zeit, 
June, 1919, p. 171): 

‘We are facing a ruinous state of 
affairs. Once again the work of restor- 
ation will have to be accomplished by 
youth. Will the Congregations of Mary 
not go forth for the third time as the 
instrument of reconstruction chosen by 
Divine Providence?’’ 

Hitler* also called his National So- 
cialist Party ‘‘Positive Christianity’’ 
In his Mein Kampf* he states that he 
imbibed his anti-Semitism and his ha- 
tred of Masonry from the Catholic 
Christian Social Party of Lueger, then 
Mayor of Vienna, when he went there 
as a young man. ‘‘By combatting the 
Jews’’, he says, ‘‘I am helping the work 
of the Lord.”’ 

This ‘‘ Christian Reform of States’’— 
which is also the subject of the late 
Pope’s famous encyclical Quadragesimo

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Anno—is nothing else but the estab- 
lishment of the Fascist, Corporative 
State, in which neither Jews nor Free- 
masons will have any part. Needless to 
say, it is also anti-Protestant. 


The Jesuit Fathers Pachtler and 
Muckermann proclaimed the racist doc- 
trines of Naziism before Hitler was 
heard of. Father Muckermann wrote 
prolifically in favor of racial eugenies 
and sterilization®, and continued to do 
so even in spite of the condemnation of 
sterilization in the eneyclieal Casti Con- 
nubu of Pope Pius XI. 


Jules Michelet, the great French his- 
torian, in his Histoire de France, and 
the German historian Wilhelm Herzog’, 
stress the fact that those who directed 
the anti-Semitism at the time of the 
Dreyfus Affair depended upon the in- 
structions and, above all, upon the fi- 
nancial support of the Jesuits. The 
Croix de Feu and the Parti Francais in 
France, and the Catholic Rexist Party 
in Belgium, also had the support of the 
Jesuits. The Libre Parole, anti-Semitic 
daily newspaper, was founded by Jesuit 
money and its treasury was constantly 
replenished by them.* The anti-Semitic 
leaders of the Dreyfus Affair, which 
was a plot against the French Republic, 
were products of Jesuit schools or had 
Jesuit confessors. In France, as else- 
where, anti-Semitism and anti+Masonic 
campaigns took the form of ‘‘ integrated 
Nationalism’’.® It called for expulsion 
of Jews and Freemasons, the overthrow 
of the French Republic, and the setting 
up of a ‘‘ Nationalist State’’. Henlein’s 
Party in Czecho-Slovakia, likewise, pro- 
pagated its doctrines under the protec- 
tion of Othmar Spann, the theoretician 
of the Corporative State and a protégé 
of the Jesuits. One of the first acts of 
Father Tiso, when he became premier 
of Slovakia, was the destruction of all 
Masonic lodges. 


In his Mein Kampf Hitler repeats 
these principles of the Jesuits against 
Judaism and Freemasonry like a well- 
trained parrot. All that he says against 
the Jews and the revolution in Germany 
after the war, about Zionism, Jewish 
exploitation of indecency and obscenity 
in literature, movies, theater and the 
press, their part in the organization of 
vice, prostitution and white slavery, was 
borrowed almost word for word from 
the official writings of the Jesuits. Ev- 
erything he says, likewise, against the - 
Freemasons—their fight for religious 
tolerance, their efforts to break down 
racial and religious barriers, as well as 
their alleged disloyalty to Germany 
during the world war—is in agreement 
with both the teaching of the Jesuits 
and of the popes in their encyclicals 
against Masonry. The Jesuit Father 
Bea,’ shortly after the revolution in 
Germany, wrote: 


‘The part played by many Jews at 
the time of the revolution . . . the Zion- 
ist movement ... . all this should be a 
lesson to those who take their religion 
and their country seriously to put them- 
selves resolutely on the defensive. The 
increase of anti-semitie literature and 
anti-semitie organizations is evidence 
that the people are ready for the fight 
against Judaism.”’ 


As far back as 1911 Father Over- 
manns, writing in Stimmen aus Maria 
Laach, states: 


‘*It is impossible to deny the harm- 
ful influence of the Jews on the ideal

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which we desire in our literature ..... 
The Jews make use of the great scope of 
their influence to spread corrupt and 
obscene principles and thus cause im- 
mense damage to the spiritual life . 
Everyone can see that they create many 
literary works which are inspired by 
vile and worldly ideas . . . the books of 
these writers are filled with the base 
pleasures of life, a vile sensuality and 
pure naturalism. The commercial sense 
of the Jews is not offended by the worst 
obscenities, white slavery, prostitution 
. and immorality of all kinds... ”’ 


The Popes before Hitler proclaimed 
all this in even more brutal terms. Pope 
Pius VII, who restored the Jesuits to 
the Catholic Church and the nations of 
Europe after the downfall of Napoleon 
in 1814, issued a Bull in the same year 
against the Freemasons. He calls Free- 
masonry ‘‘a cancer and a deadly disease 
of society.’’ And the reason he gives is 
because Masonic Lodges uphold the idea 
of religious tolerance ‘‘ . . . they receive 
into their order all classes and all na- 
tionalities, and favor all kinds of moral 
codes and all forms of worship.”’ 


The culminating point in the Vati- 
ean’s fight against Jews and Freema- 
sons is to be found in the encyclicals of 
Popes Pius IX and Leo XIII. Pius IX 
styles Masonic Lodges ‘‘Synagogues of 
Satan’’, and accuses them of having 
fomented wars and revolutions which 
put Europe to the fire and the sword. 
Pope Leo XIII, in his encyclical (Hu- 
manum Genus, 1884), calls Freemason- 
ry ‘‘a work of the devil’’, and ‘‘an im- 
pure epidemic’’. He accuses Freema- 
sonry of aiming to destroy the churches, 
the state, and the public well-being. He 
says in part: 


‘The most dangerous weapon of the 
Freemasons is their principle which 
leaves the people free to choose their 
own form of government. In order to 
establish this system of popular govern- 
ment, Masonie Lodges are allied with 


the Communists and the Socialists and 
completely share their principal ideas.’’ 


He ends his encyclical by inviting all 
the Catholic clergy as well as the whole 
lay world to exterminate the Freema- 
sons without mercy." 


All this is the plan of Mussolini and 
Hitler today as expressed and put 
into practice by Nazi-Fascism. Circum- 
stances have permitted it to go farther 
than the popes and to carry its prin- 
ciples by propaganda, invasion and 
war, into the whole world. In under- 
mining the position that Jews and Free- 
masonry acquired since the French 
Revolution, it threatens to destroy the 
entire work of political and religious 
freedom initiated by the Protestant Re- 
formation. It thus serves the aims of 
the Roman Church and the Society of 
Jesus, founded chiefly for the work of 
Counter-Reformation. For both Roman 
Ecelesiasticism and Nazi-Fascism re- 
gard the ideas that came out of the Re- 
formation and the French Revolution 
as the chief source of the evils of our 
time—evils which they trace for their 
origins to Rousseau, Calvin, Luther, 
John Huss and Wycliffe—to Paris, 
Geneva, Wittenberg, Prague and Lon- 


don.

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EDUCATION AND THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 


By STepHEN C. Tornay, Ph.D. 


T IS generally conceded that the 

greatest educational agency of man- 
kind throughout the ages has been the 
church. The other great human institu- 
tions, family and state, also have claim- 
ed the educational mission, but not as 
a matter of specialization. For while 
family and state came into existence 
mainly for the promotion of human wel- 
fare, the church’s essential and pri- 
mary purpose has always been the pro- 
ducing of superior men and women, 
irrespective of the fact that this pur- 
pose very often has been perverted. ‘‘ Be 
ye perfect,’’ proclaimed all churches in 
all ages to express the ultimate end of 
their existence. 

The Catholic Church claims to be the 
sole depository and exponent of this 
ideal of Christian teaching. It tackled 
the task in one of the worst periods of 
history. It had to build upon the ruins 
of Roman civilization and out of the 
coarse material of barbaric tribes. 
Alone it wrestled with this super- 
human task for almost fifteen hundred 
years, and earned for itself the illus- 
trious title of ‘‘educator of the nations 
of Europe.”’ 


The educational technique of the 
Catholic Church was the result of her- 
culean and disheartening experiences 
with the material to be moulded. For 
to transform the decadent motley of 
Mediterranean populations, and the un- 
hewn ruffianism of the Germanic tribes, 
into a divine generation, was not a 
small task. The church could not use 
kid gloves in this enterprise. To spread 
and conserve the Christian way of life, 
not only the holy water but sword, rack 
and stake were also employed. In 
struggling thus with the recalcitrant 
and unwieldy nature of the human 
race, Catholicism learned through the 
centuries to contemn the individual 


man and distrust his abilities to develop 
from within to’ a spiritual personality. 
Rome, by the logie of hard experiences, 
was compelled to adopt a system of 
form education to carry on her mission. 


Catholic education is entirely formal, 
and consists in an external superimposi- 
tion on the human personality of a 
scheme of perfection designed by the 
visionaries of the Church. In its first 
stage, this ideal escaped from the mi- 
asmic atmosphere of a disintegrating 
civilization to the desert of Egypt. But 
anchoritism could not be a lasting solu- 
tion. The ideal reentered the human 
arena in the monastic rules of Saints 
Benedict and Basil, and in the moral 
prescriptions of Gregory the Great, the 
founder of medieval papacy. Yet, the 
breath of the desert, the spirit of 
‘*world-flight,’’ lingered on, and be- 
came a permanent model of all succeed- 
ing church patterns of education. 


The method of producing the Cath- 
olie type of perfection has been didactic 
throughout the ages. Its task is to mold 
human life into ready-made channels, 
beginning with the earliest years when 
life is flexible and habits can be fixed. 
**Give me a child at six,’’ said Claude 
Aquaviva, Jesuit general, ‘‘and I shall 
make it a Catholic.’’ But a type, by its 
very definition, does not admit of indi- 
vidualistie traits. A Catholic, to live up 
to the type set by the Church, must 
have his intrinsic, personal impulses 
manacled. The stirrings of subjective 
life may counteract the slow growth 
toward the ecclesiastically planned type 
or even frustrate it. For that reason, 
Catholic education is suspicious of orig- 
inality, initiative and ability, and is in- © 
clined to neglect or check them as 
sourees of possible disturbance. 
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To produce the Catholic type, the 
Church does not work from the inside 
but from the outside. Her educational 
method consists in stretching out the 
human organism to the shape of a pre- 
conceived mould, as fruit-trees are 
stretched out in horticultural gardens 
in the form of geometrical figures. Cath- 
olic orthopaedy achieves this aim by 
prescribing routine activities of mechan- 
ical character, clock-like repetition of 
various deeds to produce indelible cus- 
toms and habits. Calendars, rubries, 
‘‘daily orders’’ are recommended to be 
followed objectively and regularly as a 
matter of behaviour gymnastics. Edu- 
cation, in this view, is a matter of drill, 
spiritual goose-stepping, a life lived at 
the sound of bells, alarm clocks and 
ukases, in defiance of even legitimate 
personal desires. Catholic education is a 
spartan and militaristic education, 
which aims to produce objective, uni- 
versalized living marionettes, stereo- 
type editions of the Catholic matrix of 
perfection. 


Against this interpretation a flood 
of objections may be raised. Allusion 
could be made to the grandeur and orig- 
inality of countless personalities, to the 
human warmth and loveliness of many 
of the saints, all of whom grew up on 
the breasts of the church. I am fully 
aware of these facts, yet I do not falter 
in my position. 


Nature in us is too powerful, God in 
living hearts is too invincible. to suc- 
cumb without resistence to mechaniza- 
tion. Those precious specimens of hu- 
manity, whom the Catholic Church can 
be justly proud of, attained their glory 
in spite rather than because of the edu- 
cational technique of the Church. 


The Catholic educational system, as a 
highly formalistic one, is the product 
mainly of the last few centuries. The 
Roman Catholic Church, after the tre- 
mendous losses suffered because of the 


religious individualism of Renaissance 
times, stiffened her attitude, and ever 
since the Council of Trent stands out 
as the supreme representative of au- 
thoritarianism and of a formalistic 
school of education. The ancient leader 
of men pulled herself together, and rose 
to her former majesty at what she con- 
sidered the havoc caused by modern 
individualism. This reactionary atti- 
tude led to a condemnation of the lib- 
eral spirit of modern times, and to the 
pronouncement of the dogma of papal 
infallibility, intended as a bulwark of 
authority and discipline in a world en- 
gulfed in threatening swirls. 

Modern Catholic educational formal- 
ism descends from that guiding spirit 
of the Counter-Reformation movement, 
Ignatius of Loyola. To anyone familiar 
with the history of the Church, with the 
reconstructed system of priestly train- 
ing, with the general ascetic education 
of laity and clergy, this fact is evi- 
dent. The ‘‘ Spiritual Exercises,’’ of the 
founder of the Jesuit order is easily 
one of the most influential educational 
treatises. Acquaintance with Ignatius 
is indispensable for the understanding 
of present-day Catholic Education. 


Loyola originally was a soldier, and 
his educational system is thoroughly 
militaristic. The summary of his teach- 
ing is that in order to live well, we have 
to be able to discern the good and evil 
spirit in us. Ignatius’ thesis is that 
good is represented by the churchly 
point of view, while impulses of self- 
love or private will represent evil. Once 
while wandering around as a pilgrim 
he met a Moor, who had made slighting 
remarks about the Virgin Mary. Igna- 
tius felt the urge to go after him and 
slit his throat. Not being able to make 
up his mind, he decided to let his mule 
go with loose reins to the point where 
the roads divided and take the course 
accordingly. This case allegorizes Igna- 
tius’ principle of morality and educa- 
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tional maxim. He seems to say: give up 
personal propensity and the pride of 
intellect ; follow the mule! He went so 
far as to say: ‘‘If the Church called 
white black, we should believe it was 
black because the Church is the organ 
of the Holy Ghost.’” 


This spirit of absolute subservience 
found its expression in Ignatius’ prin- 
ciple of obedience, considered as the 
vital nerve of church life and educa- 
tion. ‘‘Obedience is the first anchor of 
the soul,’” this true soldier said. ‘‘A 
superior should be obeyed not because 
he is good or wise, but because he is our 
superior and as such he is to the man 
he commands the vicar of Christ.’’* The 
Catholic should take toward a superior 
the attitude ‘‘of a dead body which 
goes wherever it is taken without any 
repugnance whatever.’”* 


This ‘‘corpse’’ system of modern 
Catholie education, so far, has not been 
a great asset for the Church. The pre- 
dominantly formal training accounts 
for the weakness and instability of 
many Catholic countries. Externally 
drilled habits, formalistie traditions 
break up with time and in temptations, 
and crumble into dust. Education is 
not a coat of mail donned externally 
and worn like a shell. It is the supple 
strength of the body of an athlete. 


Catholicism, which still smarts under 
the losses suffered in the Protestant 
revolution, looks pensively at the cata- 
clysm of unbridled forces of the pres- 
ent and grasps the steering wheel stiffer 
than ever. She pursues the technique 
of a formalistic education with increas- 
ed resoluteness. And in these days of 
increasing authoritarianism, when the 
very foundations of our civilization are 
undergoing a critical change, Catholic- 
ism, with her educational formalism, 
may score new victories. Formal rigid- 
ity is employed in large areas of the 
world to-day. Centralization, disci- 


pline, subordination are the great pos- 
tulates of the present. Catholicism with 
her insistence on form as against con- 
tent, on authority rather than on free- 
dom, on the social body more than on 
the individual, may well prove to be 
the spiritual force necessary to sustain 
Fascism’s victories by the sword. 


There will be always people who need 
and want formal education. But the 
truly liberated and aristocratic souls 
of mankind will always insist on attain- 
ing their salvation by living by the 
spirit, living from within, living by the 
freedom whereby Christ has freed us. 
These will, and must, always resist the 
intransigence of the Catholic Church.

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VATICAN SUPPORT OF GERMAN 
MILITARISM 


HE NEW YORK TIMES was ac- 

curately prophetic of what has 
come to pass in the world today when, 
in an editorial of February 8, 1887, it 
spoke frankly of ‘‘the profound im- 
morality of the temporal policy of the 
Church of Rome’’ (present editors 
please note), and foretold that its con- 
sequences ‘‘will be potent in molding 
the history of Europe for years to 
come...” 


The issue was the collision between 
the spirit of military absolutism of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II and Prince Bismarck 
and the growing spirit of Parliamen- 
tary liberty in Germany at that time. 
The Catholic Centre Party, then under 
the leadership of Dr. Windhorst, was 
the sole bulwark against Bismarck’s 
‘*Septennate Bill’’, threatening to un- 
dermine liberal principles, the right of 
popular government, and Parliamen- 
tary institutions guaranteed by the Ger- 
man Constitution. In styling Pope Leo 
XIIT’s action in support of Bismarck 
and in opposition to the Catholic Centre 
Party as ‘‘the profound immorality of 
the temporal policy of the Church of 
Rome’’, the New York Times’ scathing 
editorial warned of the consequences 
that. bore fruit in the world war of 
1914, and which have continued to 
plague Western civilization to this day. 
Limitation of space forbids quotation 
in full of this remarkable editorial of 
the New York Times. It tells how 
Bismarck autocratically dissolved the 
Reichstag because of the success of the 
Catholic Centre Party in having his 
militaristic legislation rejected, and 
how he obtained a promise from the 
Pope to interfere in the elections for 
a new Reichstag, in order to prevent a 
return to power of the Catholic Centre 


Party. The price agreed upon between 
the pope and Bismarck in return for the 
Vatican’s betrayal of liberty and dem- 
ocracy in Germany was an authoritar- 
ian Germany’s support of papal world 
power. Through the pope’s nuncio at 
Munich, Cardinal Jacobini assured the 
Emperor’s Foreign Minister, Baron 
Frankenstein, that the pope desired ‘‘to 
meet the views of the Emperor Wilhelm 
and Prince Bismarck, and thereby in- 
duce the powerful German Empire to 
improve the position of the Papacy’’. It 
is this evil use of any means to justify 
the political ends of papal power that 
drew the ire of the Times, which begins 
its editorial with the words: ‘‘ All is 
grist that comes to the mills of Rome.’’ 


Endorsing Dr. Windhorst’s condem- 
nation of the Pope, the editorial con- 
cludes : 


“*It would be difficult to frame a more 
accurate analysis of the Papal motives 
while at the same time indicating a 
more sweeping denunciation of the 
Papal policy. Liberal principles, the 
right of popular government, the Ger-- 
man Constitution and its guarantee of 
Parliamentary institutions, says the 
Pope, may go to the dogs if we can se- 
eure some further modification of the 
laws which relate to the Church, and 
so improve the condition of the Papacy 
in Germany.’’ 


Just as Pope Leo XIII, at that time, 
paved the way for the German mili- 
tarism which resulted in the blood bath 
of Europe in the world war, so also did 
the late Pope Pius XI give Hitler‘s 
Nazi-Socialism the green light toward 
our present world debacle when he 
disbanded Germany’s Catholic Centre 
Party, the only obstacle in the Fuehr- 
er’s path to dictatorship, and the set- 
ting up of an authoritarian Third Reich. 
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Monsignor Kaas, its spiritual leader, 
was recalled to Rome, and Klausener, 
its political head, was assassinated in 
Hitler’s ‘‘blood-purge’’ of June 30, 
1934. The price again agreed upon, no 
doubt, was also the same—the support 
of intransigent Catholic power-politics 
by an all-powerful authoritarian Reich. 


The exiling of Don Sturzo, priest- 
leader of Italy’s Partito Popolare, and 
the destruction of his Party as the last 
barrier to Mussolini, was also dictated 
by the Vatican, and was followed by its 
alliance with Italian Fascism’s sueccess- 
ful wars in Ethiopia, Spain and Al- 
bania. Lavoro Fascista, one of Mus- 
solini’s newspapers, complaining of the 
Sanctions against Italy by the Protes- 
tant nations, was truthfully able to 
proclaim: ‘‘The struggle against fas- 
cist Italy is a struggle against the Cath- 
olic Church.’’ 

The Vatican never ceases to seek al- 
lianece with a powerful militarist Ger- 
many. When the Kaiser visited Pope 
Leo XIII in 1903, the Pope made a plea 
for Germany’s support of the Holy 
Roman Empire, and said that Germany 
would have to become the ‘‘Sword of 
the Church’’. Wilhelm did not agree 
to this, and pointed out ‘‘that the an- 
cient Roman Empire did not exist any 
longer, and that political conditions had

changed. But the pope did not aban- 
don his point of view’.”’ 

Hitler’s aims, and accomplishments, 
are in line with this. He has persecuted 
only the liberal elements in the Catholic 
Church in Germany and Austria. And 
the fact remains that the Vatican help- 
ed him to abolish the liberal Catholic 
Centre Party, threw its might back of 
Hitler and made a Concordat with him. 
It rejoiced at the death-blow to liberal- 
ism in Germany and all central Europe. 
To this day, it has not attempted to 
excommunicate Hitler, nor has it re- 
nounced its concordat with him. Its 
present peace efforts, if successful, 
would be to Germany’s advantage. It 
is obvious to anyone who gives thought 
to it, that the Vatican’s intensive peace 
campaign, after contributing so much 
to the victories of Nazi-Fascism since 
the Lateran Accord, is but a further ef- 
fort to help Hitler and Mussolini hold 
what they have gained by “‘blitzkrieg’’ 
and rape. 

Hitler may have disappointed the 
Vatican in many things, but it still 
looks hopefully to him as the one most 
likely to accomplish in its favor what 
the Kaiser refused to undertake.

Following graduation from the Acade- 
my of Classical Latin of the Pontifical 
Gregorian University in: Rome, he was 
appointed Professor of Literature in 
the Italian Royal Schools.

has disowned him. In an appeal which 
came to the Director of Christ’s Mis- 
sion, Rev. Paone states: ‘‘ As you know, 
in Italy ex-priests, due to Article V of 
the Law of the Concordat between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government, 
are excluded from any type of employ- 
ment. I turn to you, therefore, for any 
assistance which might be offered to 
me. I am now a member of the Evan- 
gelical Church of Florence and I would 
like very much to come to America and 
engage in the work of evangelizing 
Italians there . . . I would very much 
appreciate any help which you would 
be so kind as to give me—even in the 


way of clothes, as I am very much in 
need of a suit now. In fact, I do not 
have money enough to post this letter. 
Do you by chance know any Protestant 
American family living here in Flor- 
ence who might be interested in my 
ease ?’’ 

In these days of aiding refugees, is 
this not another challenge to Protestant 
America to aid ‘‘those of your own 
household’’? Christ’s Mission will be 
glad to receive contributions, no mat- 
ter how small, to help this priest in dis- 
tress.*

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THE ENTERING WEDGE GOES DEEPER 


N VIEW of Protestant protests 

against President Roosevelt’s ap- 
pointment of Mr. Myron C. Taylor as 
‘* Ambassador Extraordinary’’ to Pope 
Pius XII (as Vatican officials word it), 
it is well to recall the successive steps 
that have led to this during the past 
eight years. We have before us a rare 
copy of a Special Dispatch from Rome 
to The New York Sun, of March 8, 1934, 
which authoritatively reveals how the 
whole affair was planned. Significantly 
enough, this Rome dispatch appeared 
only in the Home Edition of the Sun, 
was suppressed thereafter and copies 
of it, for some reason, made impossible 
to obtain. It begins as follows: 


‘“‘A definite agreement has _ been 
reached by President Roosevelt and the 
Vatican that diplomatic relations shall 
be established between the United 
States and the Holy See as soon as pub- 
lie opinion in America can be brought 
around to the idea, it was learned here 
today. This undoubtedly will be denied 
by both the State Department in Wash- 
ington and the Vatican. Two or three 
years may elapse before the plan is ef- 
fected ... But the agreement ‘exists and 
has been slowly maturing.”’ 


BEGAN BEFORE ELECTION 

When and how this agreement was 
reached is the most significant part of 
the whole matter. The dispatch goes on 
to say: 

‘*Private, unofficial discussions be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and the Vatican 
began before the former was elected 
President and have continued inter- 
mittently ever since. Before the election 
one of his friends and advisers con- 
fidentially assured the Vatican that he 
would recognize the Holy See if he were 
elected. This step is thought to have 
caused the Holy See to regard Mr. 
Roosevelt’s candidacy with great in- 
terest.’’ 


POSTMASTER FARLEY AND 
CARDINAL PACELLI 


This is how the plan was made: 


‘*The present general plan of action 
was agreed upon by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James J. Farley and Eugenio Car- 
dinal Pacelli, [then] Papal Secretary 
of State [now Pope Pius XII], when 
Mr. Farley was here last December and 
conferred with both Pope Pius XI and 
Cardinal Pacelli... ”’ 

‘*It was agreed at that time that a 
cautious campaign should be under- 
taken to win American public opinion 
to the idea. It is hoped by means of this 
strategy gradually to encourage the 
growth of the idea in America that the 
establishment of relations is both na- 
tural and desirable, so that President 
Roosevelt would be able to give the 
impression in acting that he was doing 
so in response to popular demand. 


FATHER COUGHLIN A FACTOR 

After stating that, a ‘‘trial balloon’’ 
having been sent up by the Vatican, 
which ‘‘was carefully watched by the 
Administration’’, it goes on to say that 
it ‘seems to have convinced President 
Roosevelt that further steps may be 
safely taken’’. Then comes the amazing 
revelation that, even at that time, 
Father Coughlin was being used as a 
pawn in the game between Pope and 
President : 

*‘In this connection the Vatican’s 
tolerance of the Rev. Charles E. Cough- 
lin of Royal Oak, Mich., ‘radio priest’ 
and defender of the New Deal may be 
significant . . . Nevertheless, if the Vati- 
ean found Father Coughlin’s viewpoint 
repugnant there is no doubt that he 
would be silenced . . . For all of these 
and other reasons the new plan for 
exchanging diplomatic representatives 
has been and will be pursued with the 
greatest possible caution. The Vatican 
never makes haste, and may well decide 
that it is better to wait indefinitely than 
to risk failure.”’ 
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It was not until July, 1938, that the 
first definite step of this plan was taken. 
On July 16, of that year, The Associ- 
ated Press reported from Washington 
that ‘‘The State Department prepared 
to send instructions to the American 
consulate in Rome, based on a Congres- 
sional amendment signed recently by 
President Roosevelt. The amendment 
permits the consulate to act as the au- 
thenticating agent for documents of 
record in Vatican City, so that they 
may be used as evidence in courts of 
the United States.’’ The amendment 
begins with the words: 

‘“Untu the United States shall have 

a consular representatwe resident 

in the State of Vatican City... ’’ 

Catholic periodicals, such as_ the 
Jesuit weekly America and others, pur- 
port to see no reason why Protestants 
should be alarmed at President Roose- 
velt’s recent appointment of an Ameri- 
can ‘‘ambassador at large’’ to the Vati- 
ean, and quote Mr. Stephen Early’s 
assurance that Mr. Taylor’s appoint- 
ment ‘‘in no sense can be construed 
as a restoration of diplomatic relations 
between the United States and the Vati- 
ean’’. It may not be the final act in 
the plan agreed upon eight years ago, 
but it can be more than ‘‘construed’’ as 
the penultimate step thereto.

WHY CONGRESS SEVERED 
U. S.-VATICAN TIE 


HE OFFICIAL ACCOUNT of the 

circumstances responsible for the 
severance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the U. 8. Government and the 
Vatican in 1867, is a matter that is for- 
gotten by some, and entirely unknown 
to most Americans. 

The official documents in the case 
were published in The Atlantic Monthly 
for October, 1929, in an article entitled, 
A Diplomatic Incident — When Wash- 
ington Closed our Vatican Ministry. 
Its opening paragraph reads as follows: 





“In 1867 Pope Pius IX, proscrib- 
ing American Protestant worship on 
strictly Roman soil, ordered its re- 
moval to a point outside the Roman 
walls. According to the pontifical 
conviction, Rome was the consecrated 
center of a single universal church, 
and an exclusively Catholic city. To 
the mind of the average non-Catholic 
American, this proscription and exile 
reflected ancient Rome’s refusal to 
enfranchise the barbarians of Tivoli. 
The order fired the indignation of 
President Andrew Johnson, Secretary 
of State William H. Seward, and the 
Congress of the United States. Our 
ministry to the Holy See was closed 
summarily, and our representative 
practically withdrawn. Official Wash- 
ington’s independence was shown 
further by the rather unprecedented 
failure to proffer any explanation to 
the supreme pontiff.”

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THE SCUTTLING OF A SOUL 


UICK DEATH has so often fol- 

lowed submission of outstanding 
men to the religion of Rome that the 
eredulous attribute it either to the 
wrath of God or to foul play. Though 
such explanations may be discredited, 
there is undoubtedly a close relation 
between such conversions and subse- 
quent death. The recent death of Hey- 
wood Broun, well-known columnist and 
President of the American Newspaper 
Guild, less than six months after his 
reception into the Catholic Church, is 
a case in point. The ‘‘conversion’’ of 
Mr. Broun was, as his own confession 
implies, a gesture of defeat and help- 
lessness. From the moment he made his 
fateful decision to abandon his former 
beliefs and submit to the stalemated 
principles and predetermined decisions 
of the Church of Rome, he became ob- 
sessed with calking fear of impending 
death. ‘‘Do not delay too long,’’ he 
begged Msgr. Sheen, his instructor, ‘‘I 
have not long to live.’’ He could not 
sleep at night because of the ever-pres- 
ent forebodings of the judgment of God 
on his sincere convictions of the past. 
**T would not want to appear before 
the Judgment Seat of God as I am 
now,’’ he said. He only wanted to live 
long enough ‘‘to do penance.’’ Having 
thus scuttled his soul, his bodily re- 
sistance likewise gave way. In the criti- 
eal days when he lay in the oxygen 
tent stricken with pneumonia, his will- 
to-live was so weak, his resistance so 
low, that he could not raise a fever high 
enough to rally him through. 

All this and more was crudely laid 
bare in the funeral sermon of Msgr. 
Sheen before a distinguished audience 
of his friends and admirers who rep- 
resented every creed and shade of opin- 
ion. Secretly rejoicing at the apparent 
victory thus afforded the forees of 
Catholicism in its aggressive fight 


against all forms of liberal opinion and 
beliefs, Msgr. Sheen wrested full ad- 
vantage from the occasion to press home 
his claim before his hearers and the 
world outside. ‘‘Like unto all in our 
modern world,’’ he told them, ‘‘this 
soul sought peace’’—by which was 
meant, in reality, the abandonment of 
further progressive efforts and a fear- 
ful yielding to the false protection and 
soul-destroying comfort of refuge ‘‘in 
the bosom of Mother Church.’’ 


Submission to Rome is resignation 
to defeat and death, with only the maca- 
bre shadow of Purgatory in the imme- 
diate offing. With the late Mr. Broun, 
Catholic converts can only beg: ‘‘ Let 
me die, or let me live just to do pen- 
ance for my erroneous opinions in the 
past.’’ 


True Christian conversion is not of 
this kind. As the result of soul-stirring 
conviction it generates new vigor and 
life, a positive, crusading spirit, a 
sense of uplifting adventure, both in 
soul and body. Conversion, in this 
Christian sense, is a new birth, a sec- 
ond lease on life. Thus it has always 
been with great converts from Catholi- 
eism, from Luther to Chiniquy. 


It is needless to point out what poor 
taste it was, and how unethical on the 
part of Msgr. Sheen, to strip the soul 
of his penitent in public and lay bare 
his most secret falterings and misgiv- 
ings. Common deceney would forbid 
such an autopsy, to say nothing of 
Catholic theory which forbids the re- 
vealing of a ‘‘natural secret.’’ Is it 
possible that in this case, too, the gain 
envisaged ‘‘justified the means’’? 
Lucky it was that Heywood Broun did 
not live to see the day when his inner- 
most weaknesses would be paraded to 
further the Church’s fight against lib- 
eralism—and that before those very 
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admirers who had always looked up to 
him as the hero and champion of liberal 
thought and action. 


In his usual mawkishly sentimental 
fashion, Msgr. Sheen chose and phrased 
his quotations with the sole purpose of 
furthering his own theme and purpose. 
This would be the natural thing for 
any biased apologist, to say nothing of 
one endowed with such a lively fancy 
as Msgr. Sheen. What is more, we be- 
lieve that, had he lived, Heywood 


Broun would never have taken up the 
cudgels of the Catholic Church to brow- 
beat his former colleagues. For this 
reason he will serve the cause of Roman 
Catholicism better in death than in 
life. As in the ease of other ‘‘converts’’ 
who died before their enthusiasm wan- 
ed, Catholic authorities will probably 
express in secret their gratitude to God 
for ‘‘providentially’’ taking Heywood 
Broun to Himself before he could see 
his way through the mirage and return 
to his first love.

FAMOUS CONVERTS FROM CATHOLICISM 


(A Monthly Feature) 
ll. FATHER CHARLES CHINIQUY 


eee CHARLES CHINIQUY 
was a Roman Catholic and a priest 
for the first 50 years of his life. For the 
remaining forty he opposed the doe- 
trines and activities of that Church as 
strenuously as he had supported them 
during the twenty-five years of his 
priestly ministry. ‘ 

Born of French-Canadian parents in 
1809, he served as a priest in several 
parishes in Canada and the United 
States. He was personally honored by 
Pope Pius IX, and publicly thanked 
by the Government of the Province of 
Quebec, for his work of temperance 
reform. When he died in Montreal on 
January 16, 1899, in his ninetieth year, 
more than 3,000 Catholics passed his 
bier as his body lay in state in his hum- 
ble home, while fully ten thousand, 
Catholics and Protestants alike, lined 
the streets as his remains were borne to 
the church where funeral services were 
to be held. The True Witness, a Ro- 
man Catholic publication in Montreal, 
said of him at that time: 

‘‘That the late Father Chiniquy had 
been the author of great good in his 
time, it would be untrue to deny; that 
he crowded into the space of forty years 
more than any other man in the coun- 
try—or perhaps in any other one—is 
equally undeniable.’’ 

It must be remembered that in Father 
Chiniquy’s time, fifty years ago, the 
true aims and activities of the Catholic 
Chureh in America were less camou- 
flaged than today. Furthermore, the 
press and public expression of opinion 
were much freer than today. The ac- 
tions of priests, bishops and popes were 
then as freely criticized, in the good, 
old-fashioned American way, as those 
of any one else in public life. Father 


Chiniquy, for instance, was instrumen- 
tal in having Bishop Vanderveld of 
Chicago, under whom he served, trans- 
ferred to another diocese for unbecom- 
ing conduct, and caused his successor, 
Bishop O’Regan, to be deposed from 
office entirely. 

As a result of this, the Jesuits en- 
deavored to besmirech Father Chini- 
quy’s character by accusing him of un- 
printable crimes. Abraham Lincoln de- 
fended him at the trial held in Urbana, 
I}linois, in 1856, and saved his reputa- 
tion against the perjured witnesses who 
were hired to testify against him. A 
priest, Father Brunet, was found guilty 
and sentenced to twelve years in jail 
for refusing to pay the libel settlement 
of $4,625 for his lies and slanders 
against Father Chiniquy. However, a 
band of ruffians broke down the door 
of the jail instead and released the 
priest, who fled to Canada. 


In his book The Knighthood of Cath- 
olicism, W. J. Burbank, State Treas- 
urer of Iowa and an intimate of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, states that Lincoln per- 
sonally discussed with him his fears of 
bodily harm at the hands of the Jesuits 
for having defeated their purposes 
against Father Chiniquy at his trial in 
Urbana in 1856. 

More remarkable than. Father Chin- 
iquy’s encounters in public life with 
Roman Catholic authorities, however, 
was his outstanding success in Reform- 
ation work among the Catholic laity. 
He was instrumental in the conversion 
of tens of thousands of Roman Catho- 
lies to Evangelical Christianity. After 
his last sermon as a Catholic priest on 
Sunday, April 11, 1858, at St. Anne, 
Illinois, in which he urged his hearers 
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to follow his example and obey the word 
of God as found in the Scriptures rath- 
er than the teachings of the Catholic 
Church, the whole congregation of more 
than one thousand rose and pledged 
themselves to renounce the Church of 
Rome. 

Father Chiniquy’s book, Fifty Years 
in the Church of Rome, was translated 
into several languages and went 
through more than forty editions. A 
companion work, Forty Years in the 
Church of Christ, last published in 
1901, went through sixteen editions. 

Catholic apologists have succeeded 
in discrediting much of the work and 
writings of Father Chiniquy in the eyes 
of non-Catholics by picturing him as 
an erratic, temperamental and unbal- 
aneed French-Canadian. The vivid, 
frank and fearless style of his writings, 


ROME AND THE MAGNA 

CHARTA 

Another childish claim of the Roman 
Catholic Church is that it supported 
the Magna Charta. This pipedream 
burst forth just at the time that a copy 
of the Great Charter was being exhib- 
ited at the World’s Fair in New York 
City. Any one familiar with history 
must be pardoned for laughing out loud 
as he reflects on how Pope Innocent ITI 
actually denounced the Magna Charta 
as null and void, excommunicated the 
barons who had extorted it from the 
tyrant and forbade King John to al- 
low its being put into effect in Eng- 
land! Here is part of the exact word- 
ing of the Decree of Pope Innocent III 
against the Magna Charta: 

‘Consequently, in the name of God 
Almighty, by authority of the Apostles 
Saints Peter and Paul, and by Our 
own, We reprove and condemn this 
charter; under pain of anathema We 
forbid the King to observe it or the 
barons to demand its execution. We de- 
clare the Charter null and of no effect, 


in contrast to the colorless, innocuous 
eriticism of Catholicism today, may 
even seem to justify them in the eyes 
of over-tolerant Americans. His facts, 
however, cannot be gainsaid. And when- 
ever these facts were questioned, his 
proof of them in public court made his 
accusers pay for their folly in dollars 
and defeat. 


Father Chiniquy travelled and 
preached his new-found Evangelical 
faith in every part of the English- 
speaking world. His success in Catholic 
Reformation work was the greatest 
since Wycliffe, Luther, Knox and Cal- 
vin, of whom he was, indeed, a worthy 
successor.*

as well as all the obligations contract- 
ed to confirm it. It is Our wish that in 
no ease should it have any force.’”’ 

It is true that there were even priests 
and bishops in England who supported 
the Magna Charta, but to do so they 
had to defy the Pope’s decree—and 
take the consequences. Stephen Lang- 
ton, Archbishop of Canterbury (like 
Cranmer and other archbishops of Eng- 
land in the later days of the Reforma- 
tion), bravely refused to obey the Pope 
and stood forth as the champion of the 
rights and liberties of the English peo- 
ple. In punishment the Pope removed 
Langton from the archbishopric and 
drove him into exile. 

This is one of many cases in history 
that clearly show that Catholics who 
supported freedom and liberty did so 
in direct opposition to their Vatican 
leaders. This should be a lesson and ex- 
ample to the Catholics of America who 
prize their God-given liberty. If they 
wish to preserve them, they must not 
quail before the threats and anathemas 
of the Pope-King or his satellites. 
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THE EVANGELIZATION OF ITALIAN- 
AMERICANS 


HE Gospel command, ‘‘Give them 

light,’’ has special significance for 
the Italian people. When the doors of 
immigration were opened wide, about 
thirty years ago, a great influx of peo- 
ple came to the United States from 
South Europe, especially from Italy. 
The various Protestant denominations 
at that time encouraged the ministry 
of enlightenment, Christian sympathy 
and love towards the .hundreds of 
thousands of those helpless immigrants 
by means of Italian missionaries. 

In 1904 I was called from Rome to 
enter into this work. I had spent one- 
third of my adult life in Italy as a 
priest celebrating mass, pro vivis et de- 
functis; the remaining two-thirds I 
have devoted to the ministry of the 
Methodist Church, preaching and teach- 
ing the Christian Gospel to my fellow- 
countrymen in the land of their adop- 
tion. Italians know so little of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, of the happiness 
that comes to those who rid themselves 
of the fears and superstitions of the 
Church of Rome and embrace the sim- 
ple Gospel teaching of Jesus Christ. 
The harvest, indeed, was great, and al- 
though there have been many difficul- 
ties, much opposition and persecution, 
this ministry, to which I was so strange- 
ly called, has been fruitfully abundant. 

Whatever approach to the doctrine 
of salvation may be better for Catho- 
lies of other nationalities, for Italians 
the only effective antidote for their spir- 
itual slavery, their complete ignorance 
of the Bible, is the simple acceptance 
of Jesus Christ as their personal Savior. 
The pure teaching of Evangelical Chris- 
tianity, with its complete surrender to 
Jesus Christ as Master and Lord, can 
alone cure their spiritual blindness and 
satisfy their needs. If we earnestly de- 
sire to draw Italians away from the 
Pope and Mussolini we must offer them 


Jesus Christ. 


In spite of the present waning of in- 
terest in this work on the part of many 
Protestant denominations, many of us, 
who are proud to call ourselves ‘‘ Evan- 
gelicals,’’ continue to minister to this 
great flock without a true shepherd. 
Some there are who fall away, or who 
turn to the Russelites, Pentecostals and 
Holy Rollers, but we still pursue them 
with the Light. 

The present ‘‘inter-faith’’ movement 
in America, the merging of Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews in a ‘‘Christian 
Front’’ against Communism, Nazism 
and Fascism, nullifies much of the 
work of Evangelical Christianity. The 
idea that it is ‘‘Christian’’ to blind 
oneself to the errors, false teachings 
and foolish practices of others, makes 
the teaching of Gospel truth much more 
difficult. Soon we Evangelical Chris- 
tians may be forbidden to make any 
effort to convert Roman Catholics from 
their superstitions and erroneous be- 
liefs, on the grounds of being intoler- 
ant. In this way, error is sure to tri- 
umph and spiritual darkness again des- 
cend upon us. 

We feel, however, that nothing must 
prevent us from shouldering our re- 
sponsibility of winning Italians from 
their traditional false beliefs by preach- 
ing to them the pure Gospel message— 
hurt whom it may. If it hurts it will 
not be the fault of our method, but be- 
cause the truth of God is hard to bear. 
We feel constrained to continue to free 
the consciences of our people with mes- 
sages of instruction and inspiration to 
faithfulness and benevolence, and with 
witnesses to what the Lord has done, 
and can still do, with his Gospel of re- 
demption and immortality. We want 
our Italian countrymen to join with 
other true Christians in acknowledging 
Jesus Christ alone as the Head, the Su- 
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preme Bishop, the ‘‘Summus Ponti- 
fex’’ of their souls, not any man who 
sits in ermine on the throne of the 
Caesars. 

Having ourselves passed from dark- 
ness to light, we strive to have Italians 
in this free land follow us, from the 
slavery of Satan, Sin, and Idolatry, 
into the liberty of God’s children, and 
so obtain strength, confidence and 
peace for their souls. It must never be 
forgotten, however, that this can only 
come about through self-discipline, ab- 
negation, trials and suffering—along 
this path alone can the soul arrive at 
its true home in Jesus Christ where it 
will find that peace, deep and sure, 
that ‘‘passeth all understanding.”’

THE ‘IMPIETY’ AND ‘ABSURDITY’ OF 
TOLERANCE 


ARCHBISHOP HUGHES, | first 
Archbishop of New York, gives us the 
true attitude of the Roman Catholic 
Church with regard to religious toler- 
ance when he says (in the N. Y. Free- 
man’s Journal, Jan. 16, 1852, his offi- 
cial newspaper at that time) : 


**No man has the right to choose his 
own religion. Catholicism is the most 
intolerant of creeds. It is intolerance 
itself. We might as well rationally 
maintain that two and two do not 
make four, as the theory of Religious 
Liberty. Its impiety is only equalled 
by its absurdity.” 

The popes are with him in this. Pope 
Leo XIII, in his encyclical Immortale 
Dei, solemnly declared : 


‘‘The gravest obligation requires the 
acceptance and practice, not of the re- 
ligion one may choose, but of that re- 
ligion which God prescribes and which 
is known by certain marks to be the 
only true one.’’ 

Even toleration of freedom in educa- 
tion is not admitted by the Church of 


Rome. The late Pope Pius XI, in his 
encyclical on the Education of Youth 
(1931) threatens: 

‘‘The (Roman) Church’s mission to 
educate embraces every nation without 
exception and all men, whether within 
or outside her membership; and there 
is no power on earth that may lawfully 
oppose her or stand in her way.’’

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TRANSSUBSTANTIATION 


JONATHAN SWIFT, _ iconoclastic 
Dean of Dublin, author of Gulliver’s 
Travels, in his ‘‘Tale of a Tub’’, merci- 
lessly parodies the reasoning of the 
Roman theologians concerning trans- 
substantiation as follows: 


His tub-dwellers, three brothers, 
Peter, Martin and Jack, representing 
respectively the Papal Church, the 
Church of England and other sectarian 
Churches, are at table with bread, but 
lacking meat. Peter places the bread 
before the others and tells them that it 
is mutton, at which they protest loudly. 
Peter becomes angry and declares: 
‘‘Look ye, gentlemen, to convince you 
what a couple of blind, positive, ignor- 
ant puppies you are, I will use but this 
plain argument: By God, it is true, 
good, natural mutton as any in Leaden- 
hall market; and God condemn you 
both eternally if you believe otherwise! 
Such a thundering proof as this left no 
further room for objection.’

‘‘However honest my thoughts, and 
earnest my endeavors to keep rigidly 
within the lines of Catholic doctrine, 
every word I publish will be malevo- 
lently scrutinized, and every expres- 
sion that can possibly be perverted 
sent straight to Rome.”” — Cardinal 
Newman in a letter to his friend, H. 
Wilberforce, quoted in Ward’s Life of 
Cardinal Newman, Vol. II, p. 252. 


Lord Bacon described the real nature 
of Scholasticism (Roman Catholic phil- 
osophy) thus: 


‘‘This kind of degenerate learning 
did chiefly reign among the Schoolmen, 
who — having sharp and strong wits, 
and abundance of leisure, and small 
variety of reading, but their wits being 
shut up in cells of a few authors (chief- 
ly Aristotle their dictator), as their per- 


sons were shut up in the cells of monas- 
teries and colleges, and knowing little 
history, either of nature or time—did, 
out of no great quantity of matter and 
infinite agitation of wit, spin out unto 
us those laborious webs of learning 
which are extant in their books. For 
the wit and mind of man, if it work 
upon matter, which is the contempla- 
tion of the creatures of God, worketh 
according to the stuff and is limited 
thereby; but if it work upon itself, as 
the spider worketh upon his web, then 
it is endless, and brings forth, indeed, 
cobwebs of learning, admirable for the 
fineness of thread and work, but of no 
substance or profit.’’-—Advancement of 
Learning, IV, 5.

W. H. P. agrees that since the 
daily press ‘‘dare not mention anything 
unfavorable to the papal system .. . it 
is full time a publication such as yours 
be established whereby the truth can 
be given without fear or favor’’. 

Some of our subscribers, fearing the 
embarrassment of their Catholic neigh- 
bors, and mailmen, would like us to 
omit our name from the wrapper, or 
seal the wrapper as first-class mail. We 
shall endeavor as far as possible to com- 
ply with such requests.

They are: The 
growth of a generation devoid of per- 
sonal and moral responsibilities, as 
easily led as a donkey by a carrot...”

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BOOK REVIEW 


THE CATHOLIC CRISIS, by George 
Seldes, Julian Messner Inc., N. Y. 
pp. 357, Price $3.00. 


Though never a member of the Catholic 
Church, Mr. Seldes in a sense may be listed 
as a convert from Catholicism. He once put 
his first-hand experiences as a newspaper 
reporter in Rome into a book entitled The 
Vatican—Yesterday, Today, Tomorrow—a 
work which was dispassionate, impartial 
and objective, but which leaned over back- 
ward in trying to show that the Catholic 
Church is not as bad as it is painted in his- 
tory. In his latest work, Mr. Seldes is still 
admirably dispassionate, impartial and ob- 
jective. But it is obvious that he has given 
up as a bad job any further attempt to de- 
fend the aims and activities of the Roman 
Catholic Church which he knowingly calls 
“the most powerful institution in the 
world”. 


Unlike apologists of the Roman Catholic 
Church itself, he employs no specious rea- 
soning; nor are his conclusions based upon 
wishful thinking or personal bias. What 
he gives us is an exhaustive collection of 
factual, contemporary’ evidence, _ fully 
documented and within the reach of every- 
one. Taken either wholly or in part, it is 
a frightful indictment of Roman Ecclesias- 
ticism as a force destructive of the most 
cherished principles of American demo- 
cracy. The author presents a picture of the 
Catholic Church as we find it today, partic- 
ularly during the past eventful decade. He 
does not hark back to the Church’s history, 
nor does he consider it necessary to sub- 
stantiate his facts by quoting the thunder- 
ous pronouncements of past popes against 
liberalism and democracy. He sinfply lets 
present-day facts speak for themselves. 


There are, of course, decided limitations 
to such a treatment of the Catholic Church. 
But, in any case, they are in favor of the 
defendant. Had the author added deduc- 
tions from the past conduct of the Church, 
his evidence would be all the more damn- 
ing. His conclusions would then have reach- 
ed much farther and have shown, not only 
that the Catholic Church has aided and 
abetted Fascism in all its forms, but was 
an actual party to—if not the prime in- 
stigator of—the fascist conspiracy against 
democracy. He stops short with the under- 
statement that “Pius XI was terribly disap- 
pointed in Hitler”. 


Mr. Seldes is at his best in the chapter 
on “The Catholic Pressure on the Press”. 
He presents indisputable, first-hand evi- 
dence that surprises even those of us who 
have learned from bitter experience of the’ 
Catholic Church’s control.of the channels 
of public information. The reader will have 
difficulty in judging what to deplore more— 
the vicious tactics of Catholic ecclesiastics 
against the free press of America, or the 
cowardice of its editors and advertisers who 
have let priests scare the wits out of them 
in recent years, and who have, in conse- 
quence, exhibited “the largest pair of cold 
feet” in newspaper history. 


No item in the mass of evidence here 
presented can be disputed, and no Catholic 
apologist can honestly attempt to stand up 
for the justice or the right of his Church 
in such unwarranted obstruction of every 
phase’ of modern progress. 


Treating of Catholicism’s official support 
of Mussolini’s rape of Ethiopia (which, 
after the Lateran Treaty with Fascism, was 
the first step on the road that led to the 
Spanish Revolution, the Munich hoax, the 
crushing of Czechoslovakia and Albania, 
and finally to the present war), the author 
says: 


“No one who saw the Italian Hierarchy 
participate in politics and in war-monger- 
ing can ever say again that the Catholic 
Church devotes itself to matters of Faith 
and Morals, and leaves politics and wars 
alone.” 


It is in the deepest interest of the Amer- 
ican public to stress this fact, for their na- 
tive tolerance has been strained almost be- 
yond endurance in continuing to believe 
that the Catholic Church is honest in in- 
sisting that all its efforts are directed sole- 
ly to the upholding of its rights as a re- 
ligious organization. 


The Catholic Crisis is a “must” book for 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike, and 
should be kept on hand as unanswerable 
evidence of the Vatican as a force destruc- 
tive of our cherished American ideals. It 
is to be hoped, too, that Catholics in Amer- 
ica will honestly consider its proposed 
“Way out of the Crisis”.

Having come to the 
knowledge of true Christian 
teaching, he determined to make 
it known to his former Catholic 
brethren. A special feature of his 
Mission has been to help other 
priests to follow his example and 
to enable them to find positions 
in life after resigning from the 
Roman priesthood. In the sixty 
years of its existence, Christ’s 
Mission has aided hundreds of 
Catholic priests in this way.

It is the only institution in the 
United States laboring on these 
two lines of endeavor, and con- 
fidently appeals for help in 
money, prayers, and the exercise 
of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature. 


Conversion of Roman Catholics to the truly Christian and truly American 
way of life brings them out of darkness into light, from the power of men 
into the love of God, from bondage to freedom. If spoken in love, this in- 
formation leads them to know that they can have direct access to God 
through Christ, to turn away from the intermediary of priests and saints, 
and from obedience in politics to an alleged infallible Pope to confidence 
in a representative government of the people.
